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Study: Israelis begin 
- smoking at age 12 


ISRAELI children most com- 
monly begin smoking at age 12, a 
team of Jerusalem researchers 
who surveyed two schools in the 
capital have found. 

Dr. Eitan Kerem, a pediatric 
pulmonologist at Shaare Zedek 
Hospital, led a team that distrib- 
uted in classrooms anonymous 
questionnaires on personal and 
family smoking habits among 847 
Pupils in grades six to 11. Of 
those queried, 35% admitted 
they had smoked at least once 
and 14% were currently smoking. 
The first cigarette was typically 
supplied by a “‘friend’’ but 24% 
taok it from their parents without 
permission and 12% were actual- 
ἵν given cigarettes by their par- 
ents. 


The researchers found that ex- 
plaining to youngsters the many 
health dangers of smoking is not 
very effective, as both smokers

and non-smokers were well in- 
formed about them. Kerem said 
the Camel cigarettes advertising 
campaign was most effective 
among 12- and 13- year-olds, as it 
used a cartoon character, Joe 
Camel. 

Having a sibling or friend who 
smoked made youngsters more 
much likely to smoke themselves. 
Many teenagers smoke at parties 
or at home, and less so during 
school recess; but 60% smoke 
elsewhere (in the street or 
friends’ homes). Most kids say 
they smoked to try something 
new or because they saw others 
smoke, Thirty-five percent said 
they lit up out of rebellion, be-

school Textbooks clearly differ- 
entiate between the two. The sul- 
fa drugs used to kill bacteria and 
prevent infections in chicken and 
turkey are chemical agents that 
date back to the 1930s, when they 
were discovered by the German- 
Jewish scientist Dr. Paul Ehriich. 
The earliest sulfas were derived 
from a dark-red industrial dye 
called prontosil, which in the 
body tums into sulphanilamide, 
which kills bacteria. 


Improved sulfa drugs, calied 

i have been used for 

decades and are injected into the 

necks and breasts of chickens and 

turkeys. The high concentrations 

suddenly discovered by the minis- 

try were due to their premature 

slaughter, before the chemicals 

were eliminated from their bod- 
ies. 

Antibiotics, as their name im- 
plies, are derived from living ma- 
terial, sach as molds and yeasts. 
They were developed by Prof. 
Emest B. Chain, also a German 
Jew and a founder of the Hebrew 
University, and Prof. Alexander 
Fleming, who received most of 
the credit. Sulfa drugs are much 
cheaper than antibiotics and their 
overuse is less likely to cause bac- 
teria to develop resistance. 

When Sneh used the term 
“antibiotics” to describe sulfa 
drugs, he was not just being inac- 
curate. Since overly high concen- 
trations of sulfa drugs can capse 


serious reactions in people aller- 
gic to them, and to those (espe-

Weizman’s public criticisms of the Oslo 2 
negotiations annoy the government. The 
reason is not that the ministers believe the 
president, whose office is mostly ceremonial, 
should refrain from expressing opinions on the 
peace process. When Weizman enthusiastically 
supported it, no one in government protested. 
Nor is the government upset merely because 
the president has reservations about the direc- 
tion the negotiations have taken. The political 
clot of the president’s utterances is usually 
limited. 

The irritation with Weizman derives mostly 
from the obvious fact that he is expressing the 
fears, doubts and suspicions of a vast majority 
of the public. That he is an avowed dove un- 
doubtedly serves to draw more attention to his 
frequent salvos. But he is more a reflection of 
the public’s unease than its initiator. 

The extent of this unease can be discerned in 
opinion polls. These may not be completely 
accurate, but when they show an ov 
majority for a viewpoint, they cannot be ig- 
nored, particularly when the rolling organiza- 
tion is reputable. 

A Gallup poll conducted for Independent 
Review and Analysis (MRA) found that only 
19.7 percent of Jewish Israelis agree with Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin’s position that it is not 
necessary to bring the Oslo 2 agreement to the 
Knesset before signing it. A whopping majority 
of 63.3% say that the Knesset must approve the 
agreement before it is signed. 

An even more telling result was reported by 
the polling organization Mutagim. It found that 
73% of the Jewish population in the country 
believes there should be a referendum before 
Stage 2 of the Oslo agreement is implemented.

Wash- 
ington could not ignore the popular opposition 
to Vietnam, nor could the Likud government 
dismiss popular resentment at the Lebanon 
War. Unlike the peace treaties with Egypt and 
Jordan, the agreement with the PLO has no 
national consensus. This is why it behooves the 
government to heed Weizman and the polls, and 
get national approval before it takes the fateful 
next step.

Radio says 17 killed in Angolan attack 
LUANDA (Reuter) — Armed bandits kilted at least 17 people, 
many of them women and children, carly yesterday in a village 
in northern Angola, state radio reported. 

‘The radio report said the attack took place in a village held 
by the rebel UNITA movement outside the town of Negage in 
the northern Uige province. The report quoted an eyewitness 
as saying the gunmen opened fire on women and children in the 
early hours yesterday after trying to steal food. 


House votes to tighten Cuban embargo 
WASHINGTON (AP) ~ The Honse voted yesterday to 

tighten pressure on Fide! Castro’s Cuba with steps Secretary of 
State Warren Christopher said would damage for 
peaceful change and hinder US interests around the world. 

Voting 294-130, the House approved a bill that would 
strengthen the US embargo against Cuba, partly by increasing 
US pressure against other countries to join it. 

The bill would require the president to withhold aid from 
countries that deal with Cuba, deny entry of anyone who traffics 
in US property confiscated by Castro and make plans for 
assisting an elected Cuban government. 


Mandela calls for public to help police 
BOKSBURG, South Africa (AP) — President Nelson Mandela 
got personally involved yesterday in the hunt for South Africa’s 
latest serial killer, calling on the public to help the police in a 
case that has terrorized this town near Jo! 

Evidence searches were winding up in the remote field 
where the 10 bodies of black women were found earlier this 
week, and a US expert on serial killers had been called in to 
help South Africans develop a suspect profile. 


Japan's Socialists vote to disband 

TOKYO (AP) -- The troubled Socialist party of Prime 

Minister Tomiichi Murayama decided yesterday to disband next 
month and regroup under a new name in hopes of broadening 
its popularity. 

But the party's deep divisions and its failure to offer a clear 
platform seemed likely to accelerate its declining power in 
Japan's conservative-dominated Parliament. 

After a lengthy, largely critical debate, delegates at a party 
convention accepted a leadership proposal that would officially 
end the party’s 50-year history and transform it into a 
“liberal"” group that would try to win over the majority of 
Japanese who say they are fed up with the glacial pace of 
reform in Japan. 


Mondale: ‘We are ashamed’ 
TOKYO (AP)—US Ambassador Walter Mondale apologized 
yesterday for the alleged rape of a 12-year-old girl by three US 
servicemen, and agreed to review the special legal status given 
American military personnel in Japan. 

“It is outrageous, inexcusable. We are ashamed and we 
apologize," Mondale said to Foreign Minister Yohei Kono ina 
meeting to discuss the case,

outrage among the Okinawan people, many of whom resent 
the presence of US military bases.

BOSNIAN government and 
Croat moops yesterday halted an 
Offensive which has given them 
control over half of Bosnia and 
pushed Serbs already battered by 
NATO air attacks onto the 
defensive.

But NATO warned that 
strikes, suspended a week ago to 
give the Serbs time to comply, 
would come hard and fast if the 
Bosnian Serbs reneged on their 
agreements.

Millions flock to India temples 
after statue ‘drinks milk’ 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) -- Mil- 
lions of devout Hindus flocked to 
temples across the country yes- 


*terday after reports that the stat- 


ues of their favorite god was 
drinking milk. 

Scientists dismissed reports of 
a miracle and explained that milk 
offered to the elephant-headed 
Lord Ganesha trickled down the 
granite or marble idol in a thin 
film that was not easily visible. 

Ganesha is one of the more 
popular gods in the Hindu reli- 
gion and is gredited with bringing 
prosperity. 

The reports began early in the 
moming in cities such as New 
Delhi, Bombay and Calcutta. 
The faithful — bearing milk in ev- 

ing from earthen and steel 
pots to tumblers and jugs — con- 
verged on the temples. 

Police and paramilitary sol- 
diers guarded temples in the cit- 
ies. In the northern town of Jam- 
shedpur, police waved bamboo 
canes to regulate a 500-strong 
crowd that tried to storm a 
temple. 

Milk shortages were reported 
in many cities. In Calcutta, cafes 
Stopped offering their customers 
milk with tea and instead sold it 
for 120 rupees (54) a liter, 10 
times the normal price. 

In New Delhi, people began 
lining up at temples as early as 4 
am. and many reported to work 
late. Police estimates in major 
Cities put the number of devotees 
at millions. 

“It is a miracle.” said AK 
Tiwari, a priest at a temple in 
southern New Delhi. 


He said the excitement at his 
temple began after a devotee said 
he had dreamed that the deity 
wanted milk. When the man, 
who wasn’t identified, held a 
spoonful of milk near the statue’s 
trunk, the milk disappeared. Yes- 
terday was not a Hindn festival 
day, 

" ‘The faithful dismissed sugges- 
tions of a hoax. 

“It cannot be a hoax. Where 
would all the milk being offered 
go. It is such a small idol, it can’t 
take in so much,”’ said Parmesh 
Soti, a business executive who 
stood in line, 

‘} tied it at my house and to 
my utter disbelief a spoonful of 
milk disappeared... 1 am not a 
superstitious person, but this oc- 
curred in front of my eyes,"’ said 
Manohar Joshi, the chief minister 
of Maharashtra state, where 
Ganesha worship is popular. 

United News of India news 
agency said Hindus in countries 
as far away as the United States, 
Britain, Dubai and Hong Kong 
reported similar experiences in 
their homes and in local temples. 

So widespread were the reports 
of a miracle that scientists from 
the federal government's Depart- 
meat af Science and Technology 
were asked to investigate. 

The scientists offered milk 
mixed with colored pigments to 
an idol in a New Delhi temple. 
Although it disappeared from the 
spoon, it soon coated the idol. 

The scientists said molecules of 
milk flowing from the spoon pull 
down other molecules because of 
surface tension.

A decade ago, these two enter- 
prises were guilty of some of the 
country’s worst red tape and 
treated customers with arro- 
gance, but now they are on the 
cutting edge of high technology 
and striving for customer 
approval. 

When Bezeq was established in 
1984 as the nation's public tele- 
communications company and 
emerged from the cobwebs of the 
Communications Ministry, the 
waiting list for 2 new phone line 
in some areas was 10 years long. 
Dialing was hit-or-miss, recep- 
tion at company offices nightmar- 
ish, and billing infamously ridden 
with errors. 

One individual who can take 
more credit than anyone else for 
the revolution that has prepared 
Bezegq for the 21st century is Yitz- 
hak Kaul, its 50-year-old direc- 
tor-general who oversaw the 
company’s establishment and the 
transfer of 10.000 employees 
from the ministry. 

Though still not perfect (Kaul 
spent part of the interview coping 
with the disconnection of 30,000 
phone lines in Tel Aviv due to a 
computer breakdown that para- 
lyzed the stock market), Bezeq is 
an Israeli technological and fi- 
nancial giant courted by interna- 
tional telecommunications titans 
like AT&T. 

Britain's Cable & Wireless has 
pounced on 10.percent of its 
stock and seems hungry for more. 
Bezeq has a good chance of win- 
ning a tender, with overseas part- 
ners, to install tens of millions of 
phone lines in India, and is al- 
ready hard at work in a number 
of other developing countries. 

In a country where bosses are 
often picked according to their 
political or family connections or 
mere staying power, a profes- 
sional manager like Kaul is still 
unusual, but he is one of a grow- 

ing number of highly trained ad- 
anmistrative experts. Born in the 


- Soviet Union, he immigrated to 


Israel, spent his teen years in Ra- 
mat Gan and enlisted in the 
army, eventually becoming depu- 
ty communications officer of the

rank of lieutenant-colonel. He 
has a bachelor’s and a master’s 
degree in’inanagement and eco- 


animated when rattling off a series of governmen——-pomics from Tel Aviv University. 


tal acronyms. that could be helpful-to-solving a 
myriad of local problems. 


Although he could not resist telling local leaders 
how he used to deal with the system during his 18- 
year tenure as head of the Migdal Ha’emek coun- 
cil in the 60s and *70s, he does not seem to be the 
type who lives in the . He said the government 
will boost funding for councils that train more 
software engineers, and he spoke about the need 
for greater privatization of government services 
due to the projected growth of urban sprawls over 
the next 10 years. 

One of Alderoty’s priorities is to complete the 
Sheves list of areas slated to receive preferred 
development status. 


Procedurally jumping the gun, Alderoty was 
happy to announce that Baka al-Gharbiya will 
shortly become one of the 25 areas into which the 
government will pour special resources to make 
up for the Jag in support in the past. 

Alderoty is also proud to have spearheaded 
amended regulations, which have now been 
brought to the Knesset, that enshrine the principle- 
of quicker housing starts. He 50,000 new 
units to be completed by next year's elections. 


It should be noted that Alderoty once served as 
chairman of the government housing company 
Amidar before establishing a lucrative company 
that helped finance homes for Modi'in and a cou- 
ple of other new residential areas. 


“Having a background in finance and econom- 
ics helps me enormously in my job now,” he says. 
“People cannot overwhelm me with numbers dur- 

‘ing meetings. I can get quickly to heart of 2 
matter.” 

Alderoty is quick to say that he divested himself 

. of all holdings upon assuming his new position. 
But it remains unclear if assets have gone into a 
blind trust, since he noted that his daughter has 

᾿ς taken over his 5 percent share of a new regional 
radio station. ᾿ 
The new director-general says he is inspired to 
do all that be can out of loyalty to the prime 
minister, with whom he became friendly when 
Rabin toured Migdal Ha’emek during his first 
term as prime minister in 1974. He has since held 
a string of positions on Rabis's behalf. 

‘Whether Rabin or the Likud’s Binyamin Netan- 
yahu is elected next year, the trend of the prime 
minister's invoivement in domestic affairs is 
bound to intensify. And if the balance of power 
within the cabinet becomes more weighted toward 
the premier, there will be less need to stroke 
bruised ministerial egos. Then perhaps there will 
be more time to deal with the substantive prob- 
lems at hand.

His need to “be there“ was 
recently facilitated by a small vid- 
60 camera that sits atop the per- 
sonal computer in his spacious, 
eighth-floor office in the compa- 
ny's new headquarters next to Je- 
tusalem’s Central Bus Station. 

The camera picks up his image 
and transmits it to the offices of 
senior staffers throughout the 
country with whom he communi- 
cates by electronic mail. 

When asked about the secret of 
his success, Kaul is modest. “Ev- 
ery manager makes mistakes,” 
he says. ‘“The important thing is 


_to lear from them. Success is ἃ 


matter of full cooperation from 
senior management and all the 
staff. Everyone joins in believing 
customer service is No. 1, com-- 
ing even before the technology. 
Staff are selected according to 
their professional ability. In fact. 
I wrote my MA thesis on the 
failure of incentive pay to encour- 
age staffers. And recently we 
canceled it and replaced it with 
other means to get Bezeq staff to 
do their best, such as constant 
supervision and recognizing tal- 
ent.” 

For two years, he served as 
chairman of the Directors-Gen- 
eral Forum for the Encourage- 
ment of Responsibility and Ex- 
cellence in Management, and 
believes the universities’ business 
administration schools are now 
producing many talented young 
managers who can get Israel's in- 
dustry moving. 


Kaul still regards with fondness 
the Postal Authority, whose 
headquarters are housed in a 

ing new building two blocks 
away. “I'm often in contact with 
its director-general [Ran Levin], 
and I hope it becomes a public 
company like Bezeq. That's what 
I proposed when | left it.” 

Kaul is flattered by Cable & 
Wireless's belief that the compa- 
gy is a worthy target of invest- 
ment, and wants Bezeq to obtain 
a suitable strategic investor as 
soon as possible so privatization 
can be carried out. 

But this outside interest must 


. be chosen very carefully; as con- 


trolling a country's telecommuni- 
cations i is extreme- 
ly sensitive from the security 
point of view. Intelligence agen- 
cies abroad have suggested that, 
in the future, wars will be fought 
with computer viruses sent to in- 
fect the enemy's telecommunicea- 
tions and computer systems to 
make everything go haywire. 
Although Bezeq is probably 
the most familiar company name 
in the country, there are still 
many “myths” about it, Kaul 
says. Among these are its reputed 
opposition to competition from 
private companies. Bezeq, he 
maintains, ‘“‘was never opposed 
to it, but has insisted on long- 
term planning and strategy to al- 
low us to prepare for this era.” 
Thirty-six percent of Bezeq's 
profits come from overseas calls, 
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even though only 4 or 5 percent 
of its manpower and infrastruc- 
ture investment are involved in it. 
This produced cross-subsidiza- 
tion — overly low domestic rates 
and expensive overseas rates — 
but this will quickly change. Kaul 
says he welcomes competition 
from Cellcom, which provides 
cellular phone services at “‘ridicu- 
lous rates. But they have paid for 
their too-quick .entry into Israel 
with a swarm of new customers 
and many technical problems.” 
He also thinks it was a mistake 
forthe ministry to have adopted a - 
technical system that makes it im- 
possible to use their cellular 
phones in Europe as well. 
Asked about criticism of the 
ministry's decision to compensate 


. Bezeq for “losses due to competi- 


tion,” by reducing by NIS 3 bil- 
lion the royalties Bezeq must pay 
the Treasury, Kaul says there 
isn’t a telecommunications com- 
pany in the world that has been 
forced to pay 8 percent of its 
profits to the government or be- 
come as “efficient as Hed 

Although Kaul and Communi- 
cations Minister Shulamit Aloni 
have their differences of opinion 
(516 doesn't understand the nit- 
ty-gritty of telecommunications, 
but she never claimed to, yet she 
does understand policy’), he 
gives her credit for her: foreign 
initiatives. “It was she who invit- 
ed me to go along on her trip to 
India a year ago, and this resulted 
in our establishing a consortium 
to build a massive telephone in- 
frastructure.” He also gets along 
famously with the new (media- 
shy) Bezeq chairman, Gurion 
Meltzer, a real maven in telecom- 
munications who was a manager 
of Tadiran. 

Another “myth” is that Bezeq 
staffers are rolling in money. 

“When the company was es- 
tablished, it was decided to raise 
their ministry salaries, as an in-. 
centive, by 30 percent. Since 
then, wages have been raised ex- 
actly according to increases set by 
the government-Histadrut's col- 
lective agreement. 

“These have been raised too 
high, and I've been demanding 
that heads of public companies be 
allowed to set salaries indepen- 
dently according to their needs.” 

Kaul said he left the mail ser- 
vices to set up Bezeq because he 
envisioned an era of electronic 
communications when telephone 
lines would carry data, pictures 
and sound simultaneously. “It 
will change our lives fundamen- 
tally. People will increasingly use 
their homes as a base for their 
work, and there will be a tremen- 
dous growth in leisure time. Vir- 
tual reality, telemedicine and 
personal cellular telephones will 
be in common usage. It will 
change our educational systems, 
and the greatest rewards will be 
for people who know how to ob- 
tain information over digital net- 
works.” 

As for the “smart cards” that 
will soon come to Kupat ΗΟ πὶ 
Clalit, Kaul says he kept this 
agreement secret, even from his 
wife — who works as deputy direc- 
tor of the Sharon district at Cla- 
lit's competitor Maccabi. “You 
ste that professional interests 
come first when it comes to 
Bezeq.”

ANOTHER ASHRAWI ODE 

Adding to the endless string of 
its anti-Israel propaganda shows, 
the BBC screened an hour-long 
program about Hanan Ashrawi 
earlter this month. The best thing 
that can be said about the pro- 
gram is that it is an embarrassing, 
crashing bore. the kind of cult-of- 
personality exercise which even 
the Soviets stopped producing in 
the empire's last days. 

If there is any merit in the 
show, it is that it enables the ob- 
servant viewer to notice 
Ashrawi’s spacious home and 
state-of-the-art offices — all under 
the “‘Nazi-like Israeli oppres- 
sion” she and her colleagues so 
often bewail. Sometimes 
Ashrawi, whose faith in her audi- 
ence’s guilibility is infinite, also 
provides comic relief.

“Undeterred by an initial re- 
buff he wrote again to the BBC’s 
director of European services in 
September, 1941: ‘If they [Jews 
in the war zone] knew that En- 
gland was broadcasting in their 
language, this would at once psy- 
chologically strengthen their 
resistance.”.

But after spending the past 12 Rosh Ha- 
sbanas here, I am convinced that the differ- 
ences between 8 Rosh Hashana in the Diaspo- 
ra and a Rosh Hashana in Isrecl are so 
important that travelers may want to recon- 
sider their priorities.

The ἡ πιά sound is the cry for-life, for exis- 
tence, an imprecation to be judged worthy of 
another year. 

But there is another aspect to Rosh Ha- 
shana, the kiya sound of jubilance and 
confidence. 

A soldier cannot craw! from hill to hill, camp 
fo camp, without eventually asking about the 
Purpose of-all this struggling. Why am I fighting 
this battle to win another year of life? Is it only 
to sit and protect yet another hill? 

Rosh Hashana is not only the Day of Judg- 
ment of life and death, of battles and bruises. 
It is also the Day of Remembrance, and the 
Festival of Divine Kingship. We wage the 
battle for life in order to establish the King- 
ship of God -- malchuyot — the very heart of 
Rosh Hashana. Γ ᾿ 

In the Diaspora so much of being Jewish 
concerns sheer survival, be it the walled-in 
mentality of keeping the majority culture out 
at all costs, or the desperation of others who, 
having embraced that culture with all their 
hearts and souls, now devote muck of their 
strength to the battle against intermarriage. 

If this is what preoccuptes-world Jewry on 
Rosh Hashana, it is inevitable that the rua 
sound, becomes the thematic element of the 
festival. 


Israel, on the other hand, is the embodi- 
ment of the Kingship of Israel, the first step 
towards the establishment of the Kingship of 
God.

The house is now the Florence 
Griswold Museum, preserving 
works by American impression- 
ists and the restored (and relo- 
cated) studio of painter William 
Chadwick. 


The house and Old Lyme had 
been discovered by artists before 
impressionism made much of an 
impact. Henry Ward Ranger 
found the town while searching 
for a place that had the medita- 
tive aspect of the French forest of 
Fontainebleau and the effusive, 
hazy light of the Dutch Low- 
lands. He also found the chance 
to begin an art colony of his own. 

And that’s just what he had 
until 1903, when Hassam hap- 


the efforts of the art colony 
turned to impressionism. It 
wasn't long before the Griswold 
house, and the fields, marshes 
and gardens surrounding it, be- 
came Giverny of 
Connecticut. 

Painters left their mark on the 
Griswold house in a unique way: 
those who were accepted as part 
of the colony's artistic fraternity 
were invited to paint one or more 

~ of the panels in the house’s dining 
room. Tbe room is today a dis- 

tinctive catalog of their work.
